This is a petition for supervisory review and a request that the PCT Legal Office enter 
and consider Applicants' petition under 37 CFR § 1.182 and amendment submitted to the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office on April 22, 1999 in the above-identified patent application. 

Factual Background 

On February 10, 2001, the above-identified patent application was filed in the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office. The application was filed pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 371 designating the 
United States. 

In a letter dated February 25, 1999, from the PCT Legal Office, Applicants were notified 
that the Office could not process the application papers "without an indication of the 
International application number." Applicants were given two months, or until April 25, 1999, to 
indicate an international application number. The letter also invited Applicants to file a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.182, with the requisite $130 petition fee, (i) requesting that the Patent and 
Trademark office [sic] treat the identification of the international application number as having 
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Application No. 09/242,221? 



been provided in the 10 February 1999 papers and (ii) addressing any legal implications which 
the date of such identification of international application might have on the present application. 

A timely response to the letter was filed on April 22, 1999. The response included an 
amendment identifying International Application No. PCT/US99/02670. The response also 
included a petition under 37 CFR § 1.182 requesting that the Office treat the identification of the 
international application number as having been provided in the application papers filed on 
February 10, 1999. The petition also addressed legal implications of identification of the 
international application with respect to the present application. 

A period of more than 23 months transpired without a response from the Office. On 
January 16, 2001, a letter of inquiry was sent to the Office seeking information on the status of 
the application. On May 1 1, 2001, Applicants' attorneys received a letter from the PCT Legal 
Office dated May 8, 2001, indicating that the "application cannot be processed by the U.S. 
Designated/Elected Office because no international application number was provided." A copy 
of the February 25, 1999 letter from the PCT Legal Office sent to Applicants' attorneys was 
enclosed with the May 11, 2001 letter. 



It appears that the amendment and petition under 37 CFR § 1.182 submitted to the Office 
on April 22, 1999 by Applicants' attorneys may have been lost in the Office. A true and exact 
copy of the amendment and petition under 37 CFR § 1.182 as filed in the Office are attached to 
this petition as Exhibit A. As evidence that the amendment and petition were filed in the Office 
on April 22, 1999, a true and exact copy of the postcard receipt is attached as Exhibit B showing 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office date stamp of April 22, 1999, and identifying the 
amendment and the petition under 37 CFR § 1 .182. 



Petitioner requests that the PCT Legal Office enter the amendment and consider the 
petition under 37 CFR § 1.182 in the above-identified application. To the extent necessary,
